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NOT A GERYMANDER. 

During the session of the House.o. 
Commons just closed a redistribution 
vinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
fixing the boundaries of seventeen 
Dominion constituencies and natur- 
ally affecting the election of seven- 
teen of the members that will con- 
atitute the next parliament of Can- 
ada. In making these electoral div 
isions a committee of members of 
both parties was appointed and so 
satisfactory were the divisions made 
that no member of either the com- 
mittee of the House offered a single 
word of criticism upon the report of 
that committee. This kind of conduct 
upon the part of the government, and 
satisfaction upon the part of the Op- 
position very forcibly illustrates the 
difference between a_ redistribution 
and a gerrymander. 

It was one of the planks in the Lib- 
eral platform, adopted in that elec 
toral districts should, in the olaer 
provinces, conform to county bound- 
aries, and that redistributions should 
be fair and equitably made without 
regard to party advantage. In the re- 
distribution of 1904 this principle was 
so thoroughly carried out that the 
Opposition offered no objection to the 
boundaries of the constituencies and 
during the entire election campaign 
of 1904 the Opposition leader never 
made one public utterance regarding 
the redistribution in respect to the 
boundaries of a single constituency 
in the whole Dominion of Canada. It 
must have been fairly done indeed, 
and it is no small tribute to pay to a 
government that it could undertake 
to fix the boundaries of over two hun- 
dred constituencies so impartially and 
satisfactorily that its opponents in 
their most critical mood were forced 
to be silent. And at this session of) 
the House of Commons, when party 
bitterness was in such evidence am-!

The depreciation, rapid depreciation 
in the quality of rails is due to the 
introduction by the makers of cheaper 
and quicker methods of manufacture. 

These methods have been adopted 
with a single eye, not to the improve- 
ment of quality, but to the increase 
of profits on the output. 

That the broken rail is a growing 
peril will be realized, when we state! 
that, during the past few vears, the | 
rails supplied to the railroads by the 
concern which has the monopoly of 
their manufacture, have become so 
poor in quality, that breakages have! 
gone up several hundred per cent. 

And every broken rail is an invita- 
tion to a railroad disaster.

With Enthusiasm and Confidence---Large Works Planned---Operations

The contracting and building trades 
of Edmonton | forward to 1907 as 
the season of greatest activity that the 
building industry has ever known, 
Those in closé touch with the trade 
claim that more heavy contracts - 

ing to be let this year than ever in 
he history of the city, and that last 
years’ record will be far surpassed. 
A larger amount of public ae 
assured than in any former year. is 
alone, without the general domestic 
building, will mean a heavy line of 
operations for contractors. e inter- 
ruption to general railroad traffic b 
the arg * snowfall this winter. wil) 
throw a heavy strain upon the rafi- 
toads to meet the rush of eatly or 
ders. Builders and contractors are 
not experiencing any serious incon- 
venience in this respect, and look for- 
ward upon the situation with confid- 
ence. The dealers in supplies assert 
that the greatest difficulty is in get- 
ting the manufacturers to accept or- 
ders. The demand for all builders’ 
materials exceeds the supply. 

Interviews with prominent contrac- 
tors, builders and architects indicate 
that the coming season will prove a 
busy one. 

Labor Conditions. 

Now that May Day has i, the 
city is in a position to look over the 
labor situation with assurance and 
confidence. Relations between the em- 
ployers and their employees are most 
cordial and harmonious. The mas- 
ter builders and contractors very gen- 
erously acceded to the’ demands of 
the various tradesmen, and agree- 
ments were made that will carry the 
rd season through without a 
ritch, 

Contractors say that there is no dif- 
ficulty in getting a supply of com 
tent labor in the city, and the labor 
bureau gives assurance that a suffi- 
cient number of skilled and unskill- 
ed laborers is now in sight to cope 
with almost any contingency that 
may present itself. Edmonton is very 
fortunate in this respect, as it seems 
the Mecca not only of the tourist, but 
of the tradesman and the investor as 
well. Labor conditions are really bet- 
ter here than at any point in the 
west. Should a scarcity of skilled 
men occur, the unions have their 
hands upon the level, and can regu- 
late the difficulty with comparative 
ease. 

Prices of Material. 

Although the prices of all classes 
of building materials have consider- 
ably appreciated, it does not appear 
to hamper the building trade to any 
serious extent. The steady advance 
in the price of lumber will no doubt 
induce many prospective builders to}

{that more capital is not invested in 
,this important and profitable indus- 


| try. 

"The real situation, however, amounts 
to the fact that hundreds are swarm- 
ing into the city and, by hook or 
|erook, be the prices what they may, 
| the people must have homes. The 
|numbeg of building permits issued up 

to this date is $1,000,000, which is a 
‘significant augury of the activity that 
will characterize the whole building 
season until it freezes up next fall. 

A large number of handsome new 
residences are being erected in both 
the east and west ends this season and 
Edmonton promises par excellence to 
be a city of homes. Two new hand- 
some schools are to be added to the 
two already built, which will cost at 
least $100,000 before they are com- 
pleted. 

Enquiry at the architects’ offices in- 
dicate that a larger volume of busi- 
ness than in any previous year is be- 
|ing contemplated. Every architect is 
tusy with plans real and prospective 
| ane! some have been forced to increase 
their staffs of draughtsmen and ‘fe- 
signers. 

The great amount of city improve- 
ment work and construction represents 
the expenditure of the vast sum of 
$1,162,564.47 upon sewer and _ water 
systems, street paving and street rail- 
way, with comparatively minor _im- 
provements. An estimate of the am- 
ounts expended by the city is set 
forth in the following table:
